Queer Traditions of Slavs, Rus- 


sians, Poles and Italians. 


MUCH HOLIDAY MEEEYMAKING. 


There AlC Twenty-nine Feast 


For Greelfa and Twenty-six 
Certain Romnn Catholics, to the 
Despair of 
Miners Wishing; to 


Work—Strange Marriage Rites. 


Nowhere else in air tbe United States 


are such odd customs observed as in 
the anthracite coal regions by the Slav, 


uaniaii, Russian, Pole, Italian and 


Hungarian inhabitants, says a Wilkes- 
)arre correspondent of the Xew York 
Tribune^ "They have been brought from 
he oiily country and represent hun- 
dreds of years of tradition. The ob- 
servance^ of them is as fegular as the 
holidays. The oddity is interesting at 
first, but -ffhen they are SQ consistent 
as to celebrate all the various feast 
days of their church, both Greek and 
Roman Catholic, with the customs of 
the old country, it is decidedly annoy- 
Dg to the English speaking miners. 
The Greek Catholics have twenty-nine 
feast days and the Roman Catholics, 
among the Poles, Huns and Italians, 
lave twenty-six, and nearly all are cel- 
ebrated. The result is that many mines 
iave to be idle because half the force 
remains away from work, to the de- 
spair of the operators and the disgust 
of the men who want to work. 


About Easter especially there is much 


time spent in merrymaking. Good Fri-, 
day is first observed with a great deal 
of ceremony. In the Russian Catholic 
churches there are built tombs'-repre- 
senting the one in whieh Christ was 
:ald, and these are watched for twenty- 
four hours by guards in elaborate uni- 
forms, usually red, with gold bands and 
uraids, a. big shako and glittering 
sword. They are members of military 
societies connected with the churches. 
Pour men form the detail on duty each 
hour. They stand at each corner of tbe 
tomb, rigid as statues, never moving in 
till the hour they stand on guard. Dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours the mem- 
bers of the congregation enter the 
church on their knees and so proceed 
all the way to the altar. 


On the Saturday before Easter the 


congregations take to the churches 
great baskets of food to be blessed for 
the 
Sunday 
feasting. 
The priest 


sprinkles holy water over it .and it is 
borne away in triumph ready for the 
morrow."

• On Easter" Monday the women are 
privileged to tbrbw water "on the men, 
and they do tnis'-with such, eagernessi 
that the poor,/ellow, who escapes witji-, 
but a cold is. luckj. It, Is a form of 
Wishing good luck and is also believed 
to show 'partiality. Thus if a young 
woman empties a bucket of water 
down the back of a young man she is 
supposed to indicate her affection for 
him, and if on Easter Tuesday, when 
the men have their turn, a young man 
throws a girl into the creek and drags 
her out by tbe hair be is presumed to 
be much in love with her. The custom 
arose from the habit of wishing a little 
extra joy at the conclusion of Lent to 
one's friends, this being expressed 
among the higher classes with a deli- 
cate spray of perfume on a friend's 
coat or dress. The poorer classes, un- 
able to buy perfume, used water, and 
gradually became more and more prac- 
tical jokers in the use of it. The Eas- 
ter jollity lasts all through the week 
following Easter. 


Christmas time is another period of 


merriment One of th'e most pictur- 
esque customs then is for several men, 
known as "Kosa" and somewhat sm> 
ilar to the mummers of England, to go 
about from house to house. Their mis- 
sion is to tell of the birth of Christ, 
and the performance is carried on with 
considerable dignity and also much 
fun. There are three "Brothers of the 
Church" (Star-sy Bracia) to represent 
the three wise men of the east. One 
carries on the end of a stick a minia- 
ture house to represent the church, .to 
which alt must look up. 
The other 


two walk by his side and with songs 
tell the story of the Nativity. 
They 


are accompanied by grotesque figures 
dressed to represent the devil, heathen 
and unbelievers of all types, and these 
dance and grimace and indulge in ludi- 
crous performances to furnish tbe fun 
for the occasion. The brothers of the 
rhurch play at trying to persuade these 
unbelievers to worship, and their ef- 
forts are rewarded with money or 
cakea, Tbe money is placed in a box 
and is all turned in to the priest, it be- 
ing a Christmas gift for him. 


The week between Christmas and 


New Year's day the Kolenda, as it is 
called, sees all sorts of fun and polity. 
During this time, instead of sending 
presents to each other, friends distrib- 
ute "piroge," little cakes containing 
plums, apples, onions, cabbages, etc., 
all told some seventeen different veg- 
etables and fruits, and there is also 
mixed in each household an enormous 
pie, usually about thirty inches in di- 
ameter and several inches in .thickness, 
which contains all tbe seventeen differ- 
ent things selected and of which each 
member of the family must eat. Barley 
mixed with honey is a dainty for this 
period. When first made, the house- 
holder throws a spoonful of it against 
tbe ceiling. If it sticks, it is a sign of 
prosperity and happiness throughout 


ihe year and, tbe festivities continue 
If it fails, .it means bad luck/ and all 
the f unmaking in that house ends. 


On New Tear's it is-the custom for 


his fellow countrymen to troop into the 
home of the wealthiest of their class in 
the village and throw haudfuls of 
wheat, corn or rye upon him, the-sig- 
nificance being that they wish it to 
grow on good ground and continued 
prosperity to the lucky recipient of the 
favor. He must lose money at first, 
however, for he is expected to give 
them some or furnish drinks and cakes. 
They consider it one of the luckiest of 
happenings if a Hebrew is the first to 
cross their threshold on New Year's 
day.

The njarrlage customs are singular. 


Among the Russians there are certain 
days o£ lUe week \sliea the gills arc 
privileged to approach a group of 
young men and shout at them until 
the shouting is supposed to become un- 
bearable. Then the young men staft 
in pursuit, and each one tries to catch 
a girl. If he does, he may make love 
to her for the rest of the evening. 


The girls keep their hair down until 


after they are married, and then, on 
the second day after the service, it is 
put up with a great deal of ceremony, 
f he bride is seated in the middle of a 
circle of married women, who dance 
and sing for hours while each tabes 
turns at putting up the bride's hair un- 
til tbe task is ended. 


After the wedding ceremony tbe bride 


is put in a room with a lot of other 
girls, each with a sheet over her head, 
and the groom is expected to go in and 
discover at first choice which is his 
bride. If he selects her at once, she, 
it is believed, will lead a happy life. 
Usually she is clever enough to make 
some sign to attract his attention and 
so take no chance with fickle fortune. 


On the day of a wedding ihe "orches-

Worts on Teat*. 


Warts are supposed to be due to 


some derangement of the epidermis of 
the skin and cannot well be treated in- 
ternally unless general all over the 
body. Warts having a narrow neck 
may be snipped off with a scissors and 
the bleeding bases touched with lunar 
caustic. On the teats they should be 
interfered with as little as possible so 
far as strong applications or operations 
are concerned. It is usually sufficient 
to rub teats with castor oil after each 
milking. 


Grooving Strawberries. 


Strawberry seeds are so very fine 


that more than usual care is "required 
to succeed, with them. If you, have a 
frame, you might sow the seed in a 
flowerpot and place it therein, peeping 
it shaded from the sun and fairly 
moist all the time. Lacking a frame, 
sink the pot to its rim in some shady 
place outdoors, placing a piece of glass 
over it until the seeds germinate. You 
should sow tbe seeds at once as soon as 
ripe, washing them free of pulp first.

New York, June 26—The following 


special cable was received by 
the 


New York Medical Journal from its 
London correspondent whom they con- 
sider the highest medical authority in 
Great Britain and who is intimately 
in touch with everything that trans- 
pires at the bedside of the king. 


The King's disease is perityphlitis 


following cold contracted nine days 
previously. His symptoms became 
rather acute a week ago, but had sub- 
sided and it was hoped that he •would 
go through the coronation ceremony. 
Owing to a sudden exacerbation early 
on Tuesday morning an operation -was 
decided upon at 10 o'clock and the op- 
eration was performed at noon Tivsc- 
day by Sir Frederick Treves, the an 
aesthetic being administered by Dr. 

The abscess ^as 
opened around the caecum, the pus 
evacuated 
and the cavity drained 


There was no resection of the bowel, 
the newspaper reports that tubing was 
required to'preserve the continuity of 
the intestine being entirely mislead- 
ing.

The plans novv being executed 
will restore the house as a residence, 
and a small brick oflice building con- 
nected by a passages ay with the main 
building and painted ^ hite, in keeping 
with its surroundings, will provide an 
office for the president and his clerks. 
This building( will be entered from 
Seventeenth street, opposite the state, 
war and navy building, and it is theie 
that all official business callers on the 
president will go. lliis office building 
is regarded as temporary, to be used 
until the president has an appropriate 
office building noith of the White 
House grounds and on one of the sites 
that surround Lafajette park, all of 
which bave been indicated by the park 
commission.as ultimately to be used 
for public buildings 


The remov al of the offices of the pres- 


ident from the White House is regard- 
ed as necessary for leasons aside from 
convenience and the proper transac- 
tion of public business. A preliminary 
examination of the building has shown 
that the portion of tne, house devoted 
to the offices of the piesident is weak, 
and it is necessary to leheve the beams 
from the weight that has long been on 
them. The house needs modem bath- 
rooms, and there is ueed for lestonng 
many features of the building on a uni- 
form plan so as to eliminate many in 
congroities that have crept in from 
time to time when improvements or re- 
pairs have been made. This makes nec- 
essary the doing, over of the entire 
.house instead otjneiely one portion of 
it. 
The public rooms will be made 


Over. The dining-room'will be enlarged 
fiO per-cent in "brier to permit the enter- 
tainment of a large company and to 
make it unnecessary to use the east 
room for such purposes. 


The placing of porticoes on the west 


and on the east of the White House is 
in confonnity with old prints in the 
library of congresl. These porticoes ex- 
tend 150 feet from the main,building 
and contain servants' cruarters, laundry 
and storerooms. 
porticoes are on 


the level of the garden on the south, 
while on the north the roofs reach to 
the driveway. The use to be made of 
the western poitico will allow the base- 
ment of the White House itself to be- 
come available for other purposes, such 
as cloakrooms, a smoking room, etc. 


The portico east of the house will be 


used as an ennance when receptions 
are held. This arrangement will do 
much to avert the crush now caused 
at the tempoiaiv cloak boxes erected 
immediately within the main entrance 
when receptions are held. Under the 
east corridor 500 people could be shel- 
tered while \\ aiting for their carriages, 
the poite cochcre being sufficient to 
make room for three carriages at a 
time. A separate entrance and dress' 
ing rooms will be provided for special 
guests, so that confusion will be avoid- 
ed on occasions of ceremony. 


The president will have a room in 


the White House in which he can see 
callers at times when he is not in his 
office. 
The private staircase will be 


removed, and in that way the dining 
room will be enlarged CO per cent. It 
is expected that the office building will 
be ready for occupancy by Oct. 1 and 
the remaining portions of the house by 
Dec 1. 


Senators Allison, Hale and Cockrell 


and Representatives Cannon, Hemen- 
way and McRie, the senate and house 
conferees on the urgent deficiency bill, 
have reached an agreement as to the 
amount of tho appropriation for the 
changes that are to be made at the 
White House and had a conference 
with tho pre-ident the *>ther day. The 
amount to be appropriated is $300,000.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Hcl>realCln~ Corn Ground. 


For years past we ha\e been advis- 


ing our readetb against deep rebreak 
ing of the corn ground for oats 
This 


spung w e thought to gain further ex- 
perience on this, point. Part of our corn 
land that was to be sown jn oats "svas 
%erj thoioughly bioken and put in fine 
condition, and the oats w ere sow n 
After sowing this part we sowed tfte 
remainder of the land writh oats broad- 
cast and then plowed them in as shal- 
lowly as we could keep a one horse 
plow in the ground ancl then ran the 
smoothing harrow o\er the land. At 
the present writing the oats treated in 
this latter manner are fully one thud 
bettor and stronger than where the 
land was deeply plowed, and they look 
ns though the crop would be greatly 
bettered. This is simply a confirmation 
of our experience for many jears and 
seems to show that after a piece of 
land has been well cultivated in a hoed 
crop the deep breaking for small gram 
is not only needless, but is an actual 
detriment to the crop.—Practical Tann- 
er.
